MEETING OF THE SULLIVAN COUNTY FINANCE 
COMMITTEE 


A meeting of the Sullivan County Finance Committee was 
called at Newport Town Hall on January 30, 1948 for the pur- 
pose of considering the budget. 


Members in attendance were: Mr. Perry, Mr. Fairbanks, Mr. 
Pierce, Mr. Russell, Mr. Colby, Mr. Sargent, Mr. Kenerson. 


Mr. Colby’s report on the Extension Service was read and 
accepted. It was agreed that the sum, of $6,200 be.recommended 
for the use of the Extension Service for the year 1948. 


It was the feeling of the committee that as approximately 
fifty percent of the funds used by the Extension Service were 
contributed by the county it would be desirable that a member 
of the delegation be appointed by the chairman to serve as a 
permanent member of the Extension Service Executive Board. 

It was suggested that Mr. Raymond Marks, president of the 
Farm. Bureau, be invited to the next meeting of the County Con- 
vention. 

The budget was examined by item and it was estimated that 
the sum of two hundred and seven thousand dollars would be re- 
quired to be raised by taxation. 

In accordance with the revised laws of the legislature the 
chairman was instructed to call a special meeting of the Sulli- 
van County Convention for Monday, February 9, 1948, at the 
Sullivan County Home to adopt the budget for the year 1948.

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MEETING OF THE SULLIVAN COUNTY CONVENTION 


A special meeting of the Sullivan County Convention was 
held on Monday, February 9, 1948 at the Sullivan County Home 
for the purpose of adopting the budget for 1948. 

The following members of the delegation were present: Mr. 
Woodhull, Mr. Johnson, Mr. Perry, Mr. Kenerson, Mr. Russell, 
Mr. Oakes, Mrs. Brooks, Mr. Converse, Mr. Russell, Mr. Town- 
send, Mr. Tewksbury. 

The commissioners, Mr. Fairbanks, Mr. Perry, and Mr. 
Pierce were present. 

Mr. Colby and Mr. Marks were also present. 

Mr. Pierce explained the requirements of the proposed bud- 
get for 1948, and defended the necessity of unauthorized ex- 
penditures necessary to continue construction of the barn. 

The desirability of reducing the expenses of the sheriff and 
child care were again brought up. 

Mr. Colby wished to point out that the funds supplied by 
the county were used exclusively for Extension Service Work. 

The delegates went into executive session. 

Mr. Oakes explained the involved situation of the Extension 
Service and pointed out the advantages of having a member of 
the delegation serving on the Executive Board of the Extension 
Service. 

The sum of $6,200.00 was voted for the work of the Exten- 
sion Service during the year 1948. 

Mr. Oakes recommended the acceptance of the proposed 
budget of $405,130.00 of which $207,000.00 is to be raised by tax- 
ation. It was moved by Mr. Perry and seconded by Mr. Kenerson 
that this budget be adopted. The vote was unanimous in appro- 
val. 

It was moved by Mr. Oakes and seconded by Mr. Perry that 
all unauthorized expenditures of the 1947 budget be approved to 
date. The vote was unanimous in approval. 

It was moved by Mr. Oakes and seconded by Mr. Johnson 
that the matter of the request of a Mr. Emerson to purchase land 
owned by the County Home be left to the discretion of the Com- 
missioners. 

Meeting adjourned at 1:15.

00), five hundred dollars ($500.00), or one thousand dollars ($1,- 
000.00), and shall be issued at such time as the County Com- 
missioners shall determine and shall be payable not more than 
twenty years from the date of the issuance, and at a place to be 
named therein; and such bonds or notes shall be signed* by at 
least two of the County Commissioners, countersigned by the 
Treasurer of Sullivan County, and registered by the Clerk of 
Court for the County of Sullivan, and shall be deemed a pledge 
of the faith and credit of the County of Sullivan. In the issu- 
ance and selling of such bonds or notes, the County Commis- 
sioners of Sullivan County shall issue and sell such bonds or 
notes in accordance with, in conformity to and pursuant to the 
Municipal Bonding Act and Sections 22 and 23 of Chapter 47 
of the Revised Laws of New Hampshire.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 





In accordance with the Public Law of the State of New 
Hampshire the Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith pre- 
sent the Annual Report of the County Commissioners, the County 
Home, and House of Correction, Treasurer, Auditors, Solicitor, 
Clerk of Court, Sheriff, Chaplain, and the Physician of the Coun- 
ty Home for the year ending December 31, 1948. 


In presenting our annual report with all bills paid that have 
been presented we have operated within our budget as a whole, 
as authorized by the County Convention. 


. RELIEF 


The relief in the County has been about the same as in 
1947. It consists mostly of medical, fuel, food and cash allow- 
ances. Under the existing condition of the times we expect the 
expense in this Department will be much more than last year. 


COUNTY HOME 


The expense at the County Home continues to be high in 
. keeping with the price structure which has been brought. on by 
the condition in the County in the past few years. 


The crops have been very good. We have not raised potatoes 
for the past two years. In having the soil analyzed it was found 
that it was not suited for this crop. We have used large quanti- 
ties of the government potatoes. We constructed one large silo 
the past year, making three in all. Two were filled with grass 
and the other with corn silage. 


NEW BARN 


The new barn has been completed and is considered by ex- 
perts, as being one of the best in the State. It is now housing 
about eighty-five beautiful Holstein cows and young stock. 
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RECORDS BUILDING 
The erection of the new Records Building in Newport is 
proceeding as expected and should be completed on the schedule 
time of ten months. 


COOPERATION 


To the citizens of the County who have assisted us in our 
work during the past‘year, to all those employed by the County; 
Town Officials, Chaplain, Physician, and to all Clubs and Organ- 
izations who have so kindly contributed to the welfare and hap- 
piness of the inmates and patients at the County Institution, we 
are sincerely grateful. 


SUPERINTENDENT AND MATRON 


It has again been a pleasure to work with our Superin- 
tendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. William H. George. It has 
been a great task to manage our institution, especially in these 
trying times. We consider they have been very efficient, and 
we thank them for their very fine cooperation in making the 
home very pleasant for many to live in.

To the Board of Commissioners: 


Our report for 1948 will show that the costs of running the 
institution and farm have increased over the preceding year. 
Higher prices of many commodities, especially feeds and in- 
creased cost of labor has been mainly responsible. Some depart- 
ments have shown a decrease in costs. We feel that with the 
growing herd of milking cows, more and better home grown feed, 
which we are raising and storing in the silos, the coming year 
should show a substantial profit both in the production of milk 
and increased value of the herd. 


Part of the buildings have been re-painted outside and a con- 
siderable portion of the interiors have been re-decorated. A new 
16x35 silo has ben built and filled with corn silage. 


Some repairs will be necessary during the coming year to 
the poultry plant, hay barn, and a new roof will be needed for 
the root cellar. The drives should be re-surfaced. 


One hundred and fifteen people were admitted to the hospital 
in 1948. Twenty-two deaths recorded, and forty patients were 
being cared for on January 1, 1949. 


There has been no change in the staff of nurses and atten- 
dants, and to them and Doctor Stearns goes our appreciation for 
a hard job well done. 


We wish to thank the several organizations and individuals 
who contributed gifts, time and talent that the people at the 
Home could enjoy a better Christmas. 


All their efforts have been greatly appreciated.

I am pleased to report that although this has been one of 
the busiest years in the history of the sheriff’s department— 
handling 231 complaints—we have managed to keep well with- 
in our budget and have finished the year with a balance of 
$631.45. This balance would be greater if the costs returned to 
the county by the various prisoners who have been apprehended 
by this department was credited to this department. Under the 
present set up the money expended for the apprehension of 
prisoners is borne by the sheriff’s department but the costs col- 
lected from the prisoners by the Probation Department are 
turned over to another department. We make a special effort to 
bring in the non-supporters and although a lot of time and 
money is spent in apprehending them it must be remembered 
that when they are returned and have been ordered to support 
their families, it relieves the county of thousands of dollars that 
they otherwise would have to pay out for the support of these 
families. Of all the non-supporters apprehended by this depart- 
ment, the costs of such apprehension, having already been paid 
by the offender or are in the process of being paid, only one has 
ever skipped the second time. This phase of our work alone has 
saved the county a great deal of money. 


The work of this office is very closely allied with the Coun- 
ty Solicitor’s office and although we have worked only a short 
time with our new County Solicitor, Jarlath M. Slattery, we know 
that through the fine cooperation of his office and through his 
untiring efforts and ability, that he will be a great asset to law 
enforcement in Sullivan county. 


I wish at this time to thank the police throughout the coun- 
ty, state police, county commissioners and selectmen of the vari- 


ous towns and my deputies for their fine cooperation during the 
past year and all assistance rendered me.
